4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as applicants 
correctly note, the heterocyclic compounds of the prior art lack every element of the present 
claims, namely a nitrogen-containing heterocycle bonded through the nitrogen to a phosphorus 
atom which is itself directly bonded to an oxygen atom, the phosphorus and oxygen atoms 
themselves being part of another heterocyclic ring having no other heteroatoms in it other than 
the aforementioned oxygen and phosphorus.
